But as the darkeſt night hath its morning, ſo did it pleaſe Almighty God at laſt to 
put an end to the tyranny of thoſe late uſurpers by the miraculous reſtoration of our 
preſent Sovereigne, King Charles the ad, in the yeare 1660; which was about twelve 
years after the moſt execrable murther of his royall father of bleſſed memory.

at which time his Majeſty put the badge of the order hung i in a chayne of gol (uſually 
worne by Garter * of Armes) about his neck. 


45 which upon the 1ſt day of June 1 enſuing in a ſolemn chapter, held by the 


ſovereign and divers companions in the Red-Roome at White Hall, he tooke his oath 


as Garter, kneeling by the King, which was adpunifired to bin 125 the Biſhop of Saliſ-

As to the exerciſe of his office as Wenn b he was provinciall King of Armes 
for the northern parts of this realme, the bookes of his viſitations of the ſeverall 
counties of Derby, Notingham, Stafford, Cheſter, Lancaſter, Yorkſhire, Biſhoprick 
of Durham, Northumberland, Cumberland, Weſtmorland, under his chard ge, re- 
mayning in the Office of Armes, will ſufficiently manifeſt his care and diligence therein 
by taking exact notice of all collateralls, viz. uncles, aunts, brothers, and ſiſters, in 
the deſcents by him entred. 


Likewiſe in publiquely diſclayming ſuch as took upon them the titles of Eſquier or 
Gentleman without juſt right; and faithfully regilring the armes of all ſuch as could 
manifeſt any juſtifyable right: thereto. 


Alſoe in defaceing ſuch tablets of armes as he found in any churches or other pub- 
lique places, as were fictitious; and pulling down ſeverall atchievements irregularly, 


and againſt the law of armes hung up in any churches, or chapells, within the precincts 
of his province; the particulars whereof are fully expreſt in that large booke of the 
1 Office of Armes, covered with ruſſet leather, called the Earle Marſhall's Booke, which 


containeth ſundry orders of the Earle Marſhall of England and Lord (Commiſſioners 
for the exerciſe of that office, with other memorialls of note.— |

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Some miſcellaneous notes of the birth, education, and cement of . Krxo, 0, 
Rouge n ee name Lancaſter HOT: 


HE city of 13 PR in 15 1 6th Cs 3 Herald to the College of 


Arms, viz. Elias Aſhmole, Windſor Herald, born the 234 of May, 1617, and 
Gregory King, Lancaſter Herald, born the 15th of Dec. 1648; not to mention that 
| the father of Mr. Camden, Clarenceux King of Arms, was alſo born in this citty. 


Mr. King was the eldeſt ſon of his father Gregory King, by. Elizabeth his firſt wife,. 


daughter of Mr. : f Andrews of Sandwich, whom he married in Kent 20 Jan. preceding 
the birth of their firſt born, The father was born at. Leiceſter, where his anceſtors 
had lived for ſome generations, and where ſome of the family. yet remain. He was the 
ſon of J. King, who having only two ſons, Gregory and Thomas, dyed when Gregory 


the eldeſt was only ſeven years of age. However, he left him a fair houſe, garden, and 


orchard, without the Northgate of that ancient borough, which he ſould anno 1648, 
a little before the birth of this Gregory the Herald. — | 

Gregory the father being a good grammar ſcholar had applyed himſelf much to the 
mathematicks, particularly navigation, gunnery, ſurveying of land and dyalling, which 
two laſt parts he exerciſed chiefly for a livelyhood, at other times teaching to write and 
caſt accounts, and being ſometimes employed in deſigning of the more curious gardens. 
By theſe and other ſuch like mathematical and. ingenuous employments he maintained 
his family, though not in that poſt as his qualifications would have eaſily enabled him to 


have done, had he not been addicted to company-keeping and to that vice which to 
make it a vertue they cal good nie. So that the care of the family lay wholly 


upon

"The inclinations of the father, to karning led him to hes care of breeding up his ſons, 
but particularly this his eldeſt ſon the Herald, to ſome tolerable degree of literature, in 
order whereunto he was packt away to ſchool at two years of age; at three years old he 
read the Pfalter, and at four the Bible very diſtinly ; though not being very forward 
of his tongte, he could not then pronounce plain many words. In this year a palſey or 
 parylitique diſtemper ſeized him, which held him half a year fo violently, that by the 

. forcible ſhaking of his head and hands he was not able to ſee to read; it drew his neck 
awry, and diminiſhed his height full half an.inch, and was ſo ſevere upon him that his 
father often prayed that God would take him out of this life, fearing a perpetual de- 
formity. But he recovered it, and at five years and a half old was ſent to the Free- 
School to learn his Aceidenee. He had not been above half a year with the uſher or 
undermaſter, before he was removed by the head-maſter (at that time, and indeed all | 
the time of Mr. King's going to ſchool) Mr. T. Bevans, who afterwards went to Kid- 
derminſter in Worceſterſhire. He it was, 05 removed him unto the head- ſchoole, 
and took a particular care to ſhew him more than ordinarily, and ſhewed him ſome diſ- 
tinguiſhing kindneſſes this he ſeemed to be induced to, not only becauſe he found him 
very forward in reſpect to his age and very inclineable to his booke, (he never playing 
che truant all the time of his ſchooling)! but being very little of ſtature for his age, 
partly by reaſon of his fore mentioned ſickneſs, and partly from the ſtature of his mo- 
ther, (for his father was of a juſt ſtature) his ſchoolmaſter reſpected him as a little won- 
der, and endeavoured to render him is more agrecable by pulling him on mw than 
thoſe of the ſame claſs. 


The Grammar and Sententiæ Pueriles were the entertainment of his ſixth year, and 
being arrived at his ſeventh year his father taught him to write, keeping him at home 
a month or fix weeks, leaſt he might carry to ſchool the infection of the ſmall-pox, 
which his younger brother Thomas then five years old laboured under. His own dan- 
ger of that diſtemper was over, he having had them at three quarters of a year old, at 
ſuch time as his mother was ſeverely viſited by them, ſhe being blind nine days with 
them, before which time ſhe paſſed for a very prettic if not a dn woman. but his 
father never had them to his dying day. |

LANCASTER HERALD, Eh 2 - 


Cordery, and Eraſmus; Cato, and Ovid de Triſtibus, ſpent the ſeventh-and eighth 
years of his age, accompanied {till with ſome portions of the Latin Grammar, Ovid's 
Metam. Virgil, and ſome other books he learnt in his ninth year, in which his ſchool- 
maſter out of a particular fancy taught him to read Hebrew, and he being till very 
ſmall for his age, his maſter would appoint now and then ſome gentlemen of the town 
to come to ſchool in the evening after five of the clock when the other ſcholars were 


gone home, to hear our little ſpark read in a great Hebrew Bible almoſt as big as him- 


ſelf. And the next year thoſe of his form being among their exerciſes. to bring out of 

the Nomenclature a certain number of Engliſh, Latin, and Greek words, his maſter 

obliged him to repeat alſo the Hebrew words ex ATA Wii 81 him with them 
in a . book 5 for that purpoſe. 


In his tenth year he evict into the Greek Grammar, and learnt books of themes 
and declamations, and the ſchoolmaſter obliging his ſcholars to take notes of the ſer- 
mons in Church on Sunday, and to repeat them on Monday evenings, and turn them 
into Latin againſt Tueſday morning, this our Herald (being put upon it by his father) 
took thoſe ſermon notes originally in Latin from the Miniſter's Engliſh, which he the 
ſchoolmaſter underſtanding, commended him for it, and obliged all the reſt of that 
| form, or claſs, . was 18 the uppermoſt but one, to do the like. 


About this time alſo it was, that he hinted leave that thoſe declamations, which 
the head forms had made at their breaking up ſchool at Chriſtmas before the magiſtrates 
of the city, might be writ in a long roll handſomely paynted and adorned, and hung 
up behind them during the repeating thereof, and afterward preſented to the magiſtrates, 
which from that time became a cuſtome, and was a prettie advantage to our Herald, 
partly by the gratuity received for his own, which uſed to be the fineſt of all the reſt, 
and partly by what he got for writing and embelliſhing thoſe of the other ſcholars. 


In his eleventh and twelfth year he learnt Rhetoricke and Iſocrates, accompanied 
ſtill with his Grammar, 'and themes, and ſome other Greek books, and had the favour 
of his maſter to be diſpatched ſooner than ordinary, that he might have the liberty of 
attending ſome ſcholars of his own, which he then taught to write and caft accounts, 
the benefit whereof ſerved to buy him books and other convenie ncies. — |

-good friend Dr. Hunter of Lichfield to enquire him out a clerk, the Doctor having 
taken particular notice of our Herald's acting in the play, recommended him to Mr. 
Dugdale as a clerk, which his parents readily enough conſented to, having at that time 
five more children to provide for, though in truth our Herald for the laſt two years had 
been very little charge to them, and the Rev. Biſhop of Litchfield, Dr. Hacket, had 
deſigned 1 in four or five months more to have ſent him to the Univerſity. But this hap- 
pening in the interim, he was ſent over to Mr. Dugdale the latter end of December, 
1662, being then only 14 years complete and a fortnight over, and this was the firſt 
ſtep to his BREE advancement i in the College of Arms. hr 4515 


But 1 i to be ow that as our Herald was wonderfully forwarded by his fa- 
ther in learning, who taught him near as much at home as he learned at ſchool till he 
was 10 0r 11 years of age, ſo on the other ſide his being frequently abroad with his fa- 
ther in meaſuring land from twelve to 14 years old, he did not make that progreſs in 
ſchool learning in thoſe two years, as he might otherwiſe have done. However, the 
knowledge he had gained in the mathematics did very well recompenſe it, and hath 
been of good advantage to him in the further courſe of his affairs. With theſe qualifi- 
ctions, and an inclination to drawing, (for he drew the King's Arms in one of his 
ſchool books at eight years old) he went out into the world under the tutelage of that 
great antiquary and indefatigable writer W. Dugdale, Eſq. at firſt Blane-Lion,' after- 
ward Rouge-Croix Purſuivant, and Cheſter Herald before the. civil war, and de- 
ſervedly made Norroy King of Arms upon the reſtoration of King Charles II. Mr. 
Dugdale had the ſummer before begun the viſitation of his province with the counties 
of Notts and Derby, and in the ſummer 1663 made a review thereof and viſited Staf. 
fordſhire, taking with him this little clerk, for he was not able of two or three years 
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after to mount a horſe from the ground. As the inclinations of his clerk led him to 
drawing, ſo that he made that proficiency therein, that Mr. Dugdale contented him- 
ſelf with his tricking the arms into his viſitation of Staffordſhire that now remains in 
the office.

and having then for his under clerk one Henry Johnſtone, ſince a Benedictine monk, 


brother to Dr. Johnſtone of Yorkſhire, the learned phyſician and good hiſtorian and

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him to Mr. Ogilvy to manage his undertakings. Mr. Ogilby having the King's licence 


to print all things of his own compoſing or tranſlating, kept a preſſe in his houſe, and 
under the name of Leybourne, or ſome other maſter-printer, did alſo print any other 


works, and was at that time printing Sir Peter Leiceſter's Antiquities of Cheſter, 


whereirr ſome old ſeals being to be engraved, Mr. King made his firſt attempt in etch- 


ing upon them, and performed them to ſatisfaction.— After which Mr. Dugdale re- 
printing his folio Eſop in 8 vo. and reducing the ſculpts to that volume, Mr. King 
etched ſeveral of them, as he did ſome of the ſculpts in the Hiſtory of Aſia, V. 1.

Mr. Ogilvy having projected a new Brittannia, deſigned the ſame in three volumes, 
whereof one to treat of the roads of England, another of the rivers and the moſt re- 
marquable things near them, and the third of towns. He had made ſome beginning in 


the meaſuring of the roads, and was juſt engraving the counties of Middleſex and Kent; 


he had engaged a gentleman, one Mr. Falgate, of Eſſex, to ſurvey his native county. 


Mr. King travailed along with him, aſſiſted him therein, and collected divers notes out 
of Churches and other matters of record: in order to the hiſtorical account; and in the 


middle of the winter 1672, in very ſevere cold weather, they took the inchnography of 
Ipſwich in Suffolk, and Malden in Eſſex, which were afterward very SOOT fi- 


niſhed, and ſent to thoſe two places. 


At Mr. King's coming to ie Ogltry's he found Mr, Leybourne juſt newly engaged 
in making a map of London, and viewing the firſt eſſay of that ſurvey he found it was 
projected at a ſcale of 50 feet to an inch, and yet particulariſed nothing but only the | 
ſtreets, lanes, &c. Whereupon Mr, King formed a new project of that ſurvey at 100 


feet per inch, and expreſſed the groundplot of every individual houſe and garden, fi- 


niſhed two plates of 20 himſelf, and ordered the carrying on of the reſt of the work, 
which was finiſhed accordingly, and etched in copper by Mr. Hollar. 


To carry 8 theſe deſigns of Mr. G great ſums of money were requiſite, where- 


upon Mr. Ogilvy projected a lottery of books, principally thoſe of his own printing and 


publiſhing, which Mr. King contrived, and aſſiſted at the management thereof, He

All this while many ſurveyors were employed by Mr. obne by Mr. King 8 direc-

N be Sandford was * at his lodgings in the Herald's Office, which being upon the 
ſame floor with thoſe of Mr. Lee, Cheſter Herald, was the occaſion of Mr. King's re- 
newing his acquaintance with Mr. Lee, who alſo employed him in many little things, 
and recommended him to Mr. Andrew Hay, ſecretary to Henry Earl of Norwich, then 
Earl Marſhal (Thomas Duke of Norfolk, the lunatic, being then living) Mr. King 
was often made uſe of by Mr. Hay in many things relating to the affairs of the Earl 
Marſhal's office, all which Mr. Lee deſigned expreſsly as a * to introduce Mr. King 
into the Herald's Office. 


Mr. Lee alſo put Mr. King upon paynting of funeral ſcutcheons, and to that end put 
into his hands the funeral work for Sir Edward Sawyer, father to Mr. Robert Sawyer,

Sir Henry St, George was now Clarenceux, having ſucceeded Sir Edw. Bysshe in 
that office, who died anno 1678, and being under a kind of obligation to make'a pro- 
miſe of his predeceſſors of giving the profits of the viſitations of certain counties of his 
province towards rebuilding that part of the College which was then unbuilt, Sir 
Henry St. George accordingly aſſigned ſix counties of his province for that purpoſe, 
viz. Northamptonſhire, Rutlandſhire, Leiceſterſhire, Warwickſhire, Glouceſterſhire, 
and Worceſterſhire. Mr. King being in a manner the only officer that underſtood the 
method of viſitations, was reſolved on to: be one (whoever was the other) to viſit 
| thoſe counties. Accordin gly he and Mr. Burghill, Somerſet, were deputed anno 


1681, into Northamptonſhire and Rutlandſhire, but Mr. Somerſet left him at the be- 
ginning of the journey, and Mr. King proſecuted it by himſelf.

were not well ſettled, and N orthamptonſhire was much divided into factions, ſo that 
the clear prone was not above on and the charges about 80l. 


In the ſpring 1682 Mr. King, with Mr. May, Cheſter, were deputed to viſit Lei- 


ceſterſhire and Warwickſhire, and to review Northamptonſhire and Rutlandſhire. 
This brought in clear about 1 3ol. and the latter end of the ſame year they were further 
deputed to viſit Glouceſterſhire and Worcefterſhire, and to review Leiceſterſhire and 
Warwickſhire ; which] journey brought in clear 300l.

| ſecretary with 20 guineas—theſe things, I fay, kept him from laying up any thing con- 
| fiderable, ſo that the firſt attempt to improve what money he could ſpare was the lend- 
ing 1001 upon houſes in Southwark, in the beginning of the year the next was his Pur- 
chafing 211. 10s. per ann. in land, in the pariſh of Holy-Croſs, Waltham, in Eſſex

The purchaſe of the houſes in St. Catherine's promiſed a good in- 
come, the rental being 220l. p&ann. and for 10 years before they had yielded clear 
166], per ann. it being juſt beſore the Revolution, and the taxes in William and Mary's 
time running very high, and rents falling, it did not prove ſo well as otherwiſe it would. 

It was in this year, 1688, that King James ſent ſeveral Biſhops to the Tower for re- 

fuſing to give order for reading his declaration for liberty of conſcience, upon which 
Mr. King, being at that inſtant in company, cryed out, ® Then farewell to popery in 

England,” eaſily foreſeeing that ſuch bold ſteps as thoſe would inflame the people of 
England againſt the Roman Catholics, to whoſe counſels all thoſe violent proceedi ings 
vere attributed. The conſideration whereof did ſhortly aſter ground Mr. King in his 
opinion, which he declared publiquely upon his firſt reading of the Prince of Orange 5 
declaration, that the Prince.c came not without coor of the Crown. * 


No though Mr. Kink bel sher reſpect to the ſucceſſion of the Crown by legal de- 
ſeent, and therefore could not but have a due reſentment for the misfortunes of King 
James, yet ithindered not but that ia obedience to the Earl Marſhal's order, grounded 
upona particular order from the Houſe of Lords, he aſſiſted at the proclaiming of King 
William and Queen Mary; and afterward in his own perſon proclaymed the order for 
"the court of clayms as previous to the coronation, and aſſiſted at ſeveral fittings of the 
committee of Biſhops for drawing up the coronation ſervice, and prepared four books 
for that ceremonie, viz. one for the King, another for the Queen, a third for the Princeſs 
Anne, and a fourth for the Biſhop of London, as he had done before the coronation of

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- King James. He alſo gave more than ordinary afliſtance at the office in forming the ce- 
remonial of that ſolemnity, and upon the Coronation Day undertook the fatigue of call- 
ing into order the Peers and Peereſſes in the Houſe of Lords and Paynted Chamber, 
their Majeſties fitting by ; and took upon him the principal care of managing that ſo- 
lemnity, having the Earl Marſhal's order to attend thereat as Lancaſter Herald, which 

place Mr. Sandford, Lancaſter, had a little before reſigned to him, though his patent 
| Fas not paſſed till July after, ſo that for three or four months he was in effect both Lan- 


anger aud Rouge Dragon. This reſignation coſt Mr. King 2201. beſides his patent, 
: 7 2 which was about 4ol. more, only he had an allowance from his ſucceſſor, Mr. Mauditt. 


Ĩhue iſt of January following, the Electorof Brandenburgh was choſen into the order 
of the Garter. Sir Thomas St. George, by reaſon of his age, being then 7 5, and by 
reaſon of the ſitting of the Parliament, deſired to be excuſed from carrying the Garter 
in his own perſon to that Elector, eſpecially being ſo long a journey, and thereupon 
propoſed it to Mr. King, whoſe qualifications for that employment were without diſ- 
pute, having Latin and French ſufficient, and having for ſome years before addicted 
| himſelf very much to the ſtudy of this order; however, Mr. King deſired Sir Thomas 
St. George to think of ſome other of the Heralds that were his ſeniors, and particularly 5 
to offer it to Sir Henry St. George, Clarenceux, but he replied to Mr. King, that if he 
would undertakeit, he would trouble himſelf no further. Hereupon Mr. King ac- 

cepted the employment ; and Mr, Johnſon, nephew to the Biſhop of Saliſbury, (and 
afterward Secretary of State of Scotland) was Joined with Mr. King in the commiſſion 
for that affair, 


Hereupon Mr. King accepted the employment, and Mr. Johnſton, nephew to the 
Biſhop of Saliſbury, (and afterwards Secretary of State of Scotland) was joyned with 
Mr. King in the commiſſion for that affair. The commiſſion itſelf, credential, letter, 

and inſtructions, were all drawn up by Mr. King, and being approved of by the Chan- 
cellor, were alſo engroſſed by Mr. King for the King's ſigning. 


Having received into his hands the whole habit and enſigns of the order, and prepared 
his equipage, he kiſſed the King's hand upon his departure, on the 4th of February, 
1689, and ks received 2 * advance upon his allowance of 30s. per diem, he ſet 
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| forward with his \colleagne on the 12th of March Ellowing, and paſſing through Hol-

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The Duke of Zell was elected Knight of the Garter, and the King declaring: he 
would inveſt him at the Hague with his own hands, Sir Thomas St. George thought 
he was obliged in honor to carry over the habit and enſigns of the order himſelf in per- 
ſon, and being only commiſſionated himſelf for that ſervice, defired Mr. King's com- 

pany as his aſſiſtant; Sir Thomas St. George kiſſed the Queen's hand upon his depar- 


ture, (the King being gone before into: Holland) and in March 1690-1 ſet forwards 


for Holland by the way of Harwich, accompanyed by Mr. King, and attended by his 
ſeeretary, one Mr. Chamberlain, and two ſervants in livery. They arrived at the 
Hague juſt the day aſter the King left it in order to attempt the rayſing of the ſiege of 
Mons, juſt newly inveſted by the French.

Tr ns Earl Marſhal is the 3 * n of State, This office, add 1t was 


made hereditary, always paſſed by grant from the King, and never was held by 


tenure or ſerjeanty, (by any ſubject), as the offices of Lord High Steward and Lord 


High conſtable were ſometimes held. The title is perſonal, the office honorary and 


officiary. They were formerly ſtyled Lord Marſhal only, until King Richard II. 


June 20, 1397, granted letters patent to Thomas Mowbray, Earl of Nottingham, 
and to the heirs-male of his body lawfully begotten, by the name and ſtyle of Earl 
Marſhal ; and further, gave them power to bear in their hand a gold truncheon, ena- 
melled with black at each end ; having at the upper end of it the * s arms engraven 
thereon, and at the lower end his own arms. 


King James I. was pleaſed, by letters- patent, dated Auguſt 29, 1622, to conſtitute 
Thomas Howard, Earl of Arundel and Surrey, Earl Marſhal for life; and the next 
year, the ſame King granted, (with the advice of the Privy Council), letters- patent, 
wherein it was declared, that during the vacancy of the office of Lord High Conſtable 
of England, the Earl Marſhal had the like juriſdiction in the Court of Chivalry, as both 
Conſtable and Marſhal jointly ever exerciſed. 


This Court is the fountain i the marſhal law, and is uſually held in the hall of the 


College of Arms before the Earl Marſhal, who has the ſole juriſdiction, except in 


matters touching life and member, which muſt be before the conſtable and marſhal, a 
conſtable _ appointed for that time only,
